Jones 
body was found in a creek near 
Equality, 38 miles east of here, this 
morning and there were indications 
that the body had been transported 
some distance and then thrown into 
'the creek. 

Two Armed Camps. 

The Birger and Shelton factions 
are offshoots of a former antiklan 
‘element, prominent in past battles 
here. The leaders of each faction, 
admitted bootleggers, have estab- 
lished armed camps, with the fact 
jestablished that Birger owns an ar- 
mored truck. Birger admits the use 
of the armored truck and points to 
‘the retention a detachment of 
‘henchmen, heavily armed. Three 
machine guns form part of his ar- 
'senal. 

The gang leaders are open in their 
hostility, but the cause of their en- 
mity is not clearly known.

Others in Quarantine.

Then there are several 
dik-diks, small antelope about the 
size of rabbits, and five impalla, 
the most beautiful and graceful of 
all antelopes. 

A baby eland, concerning which 
there is an unusual story, is among 
the lot. <A large area of land cov- 
ered with high grass was being 
burned by natives in order to kill 
the dreaded tse-tse fly, and the 
baby eland was deserted by the rest 
of the herd in escaping from the 
flames. When found, the creature 
had one of its eyes burned, and 
therefore is blind in one eye. 

Frank Lowe, Mr. Blackburn’s as- 
sistant, is taking care of the 
giraffes and other animals in Bos- 
ton. Before leaving Boston, Dr. 
Mann had the more valuable ani- 
mals insured. The giraffes were 
_insured for $15,000. Great care 
must be exercised in the feeding of 
the giraffes, it is said, for they 
must be placed.on a diet as care- 
fully prepared as for an invalid. 

Unfortunately it will be difficult 
to find a clover in this country as 
ricn as that which forms the chief 
sustenance of the animal in Africa. 
Dr. Mann had on board the ship a 
ton of Tanganyikan hay, composed 

of exceptionally fine clover. The 
richest clover in this country will 
be substituted for this hay. 

Dr. Mann declared the giraffes 
are exceptionally healthy, as is the 
case with the majority of the, anl- 
mals. The first symptom of illness 
in a giraffe is revealed in his eyes. 
There now are thirteen giraffes in 
the country with the accession of 
these two. 

The main thing now on program 
is to feed, water and rest the ani- 
mals, Dr. Mann explained.

After a periog o7 rest the ani- 
mals will be placed on exhibition, 
whereas, because of the limited 
space, many of the older animals 
and birds will have to be removed 
to the sheds.

SUPERINTENDENT ASKS 
MAGISTRATE SYSTEM 


Seeks Consresebinal Aid 
Against Vagrancy, Fugitives, 
Weapons and Drugs. 


Desire for a more independent 
status was made evident in the an- 
nual report of the poliee depart- 
ment, submitted yesterday to the 
District commissioners by Maj. Ed- 
win B. Hesse, superintendent of 
police. 

A recommendation is made that 
the department be housed in a 
large building of its own, apart 
from thé other District depart- 


partments. The report asks for a 
police garage separate from the 
municipal garage. Maj. Hesse asks 
to have the 63 crossing policemen 
now. provided by street car com- 
panies placed completely under 
him by having their salaries paid 
by the District. 

Another recommendation of sim- 
jlar tendency is for establishment 
of the police magistrate system, 
now being investigated by a spe- 
cial committee appointed by the 
commissioners. The police superin- 
tendent suggests creation of four 
magistrates to sit in as many police 
stations to hear cases involving 
penalties not exceeding $40 fines, 
to save time for policemen, ar- 
rested persons and wtinesses and 
to reduce congestion at the central 
police court. 


Asks Laws by Congress. 


Maj. Hesse asks that Congress 
pass laws to enable him to cope 
with vagrancy, track fugitives, abol- 
ish traffic in deadly weapons and 
to make drug addiction a felony. He 
also goes further af:eld, into the 
provinces of the health officer and 
the commissioners, and asks that 
Congress pass legislation to regu- 
late the practice of chiropractic and 
osteopathy and to repeal the zen: 
eral license law and give the com- 
missioners power to license busi- 
nesses, trades and professions. 

The latter recommendation is by 
way of enabling the police to put 
undesirable dance halls out of busi- 
ness, Maj. Hesse says. The pro- 
posal to give the commissioners the 
broad power named furnished. one 
of th® major debates in the meet- 
ings of the citizens’ advisory coun- 
cil, last winter, where William 5S. 
Torbert strenuously opposed it as 
a grant of dangerous power over the 
destinies of citizens. 

Statistics included in the report 
show that 93,2U8 arrests, an aver- 
age of only slightly less than one 
in five of Washington residents, 
were made in the fiscal year ended 
June 30. This was an increase: of 
17,187, or 18 per cent, over the pre- 
ceding twelve months. 


Police More Active. 


Maj. Hesse says in the report 
that he believes this increase not 
due to increased crime, but to 
greater police activity, particularly 
in the matter of traffic arrests, 
which numbered 43,856, or nearly 
half the total, and increased 10,- 
747, or 23 per cent, over the year 
before. 

And yet some crimes did in- 
crease, the statistics show. There 
were 42 murders, compared with 
31 the year before. There were 49 
arrests for murder. There were 21 
cases of manslaughter, compared 
with 14 last year, and 29 persons 
were arrested in connection with 
the cases. Assaults with deadly 
weapons increased from 283 to 372. 
Knives ranked first in preference 
with the assailants, revolvers sec- 
ond and razors third, and one man 
used an ice pick. 

Volstead law arrests numbered 
5,354 during the year and 13,822 
persons were apprehended for vio- 
lation of the Sheppard law, other- 
wise known as drunkenness or 
drinking in public.

ASOAIL ORY REFERENDUM 


Men’s Council in New York Is 
Told Mission Work in 
State of Relapse. 


New York, Oct. 26 (By A. P.) 
Pat M. Neff, former governor of 


Texas, today assailed the forthcom- 
ing prohibition referendum in this 
State as “the most insincere ard 
hypocritical thing that any State in 
the nation has undertaken to put 
over in the history of our republic.” 
He spoke before 2,000 delegates at- 
tending the Methodist men’s council 
of the New York area. 

Characterizing the referendum as 
“nothing less than open rebellion”’ 
against the Federal Constitution, he 
suggested that New York make it a 
question of whether it will support 
the entire Constitution. As for reg- 
ulation of the liquor traffic, except 
by prohibition, he said: ‘‘You might 
as well talk of regulating the Texas 
rattlesnake. The only thing to do is 
to kill it.”” The only people who 
want legalized light wines and beer, 
he asserted, are a “‘little band of 
people who get profit out of it and 
the little handful of people who get 
a kick out of it.’’ 

The convention voiced its opposi- 
tion to war in a resolution which 
said: 

‘‘Man needs the spirit of peace 
and as Christian men we believe the 
time has come for nations which 
acknowledgé their allegiance to 
Jesus Christ to register their deter- 
mination that there shall be an 
abolishment of war.’’ 

The foreign mission work of the 
Methodist Church in the North is in 
a period of relapse at a time when 
the importance of this work to the 
world is greater than ever before, 
Dean Edmund D. Soper, of Duke 
university, North Carolina, said to- 
day in an address before the council. 

‘‘In morale,” said Dean Soper, 
‘we are worse off than we were be- 
fore the centennary drive, because 
we have done our best and find our- 
selves back where we began.”’ 

Changes in the outlook of nations 
that need American missionaries, he 
said, had made it necessary to 
change the method of missionary 
work.

BOTH SENDING MONEY 
WEST VO CANDIDATES 


Individuals’ Expenses In; Dry 
and Wet Organizations 
Reveal Finances. 


The unusual situation of the Re- 
publican senatorial campaign com- 
mittee having less of the sinews of 
war than the Democratic senatorial 
committee was presented yesterday 
when the report of the Republican 
committee wag made to the clerk 


of the House. 

The Republican committee shows 
a balance on hand August 31, of 
$41,088.17. It since has received 
$64,000 from the Republican na- 
tional committee, making total re- 
ceipts of $95,088.17 to October 22. 
Expenditures in September and up 
to October 22 amounted to $47,- 
564.39, leaving a balance on that 
date of $47,532.78. 

The Democratic senatorial com- 
mittee, which reported Monday, 
showed contributions of substan- 
tially $100,000, 

Like the Democrats, the Republi- 
cans are sending money into States 
where their candidates are hard 
pressed. It appears Senator Smoot, 
of Utah, chairman of the Senate 
finance committee, is one of the 
chief objectives of the rescue work 
of the committee. The srg of 
$10,000 has been sent to Utah to 
aid Senator Smoot in his pitched 
battle with Ashby Snow, Demo- 
cratic candidate, who, like Senator 
Smoot, is high in the councils of 
the Mormon Church. The money 
was sent in two installments, to 
Ernest Bamberger, prominent Utah 
Republican leader. 


Money Sent West. 


The committee sent $2,500 to 
Senator Gooding, of Idaho; 35,000 
to Senator Cameron, of Arizona; 
$5,000 to Senator Oddie, of Ne- 
vada; $2,500 to Senator Moses, of 
New Hampshire; $2,500 to aid the 
Republican candidate in Oregon, 
Frederick Steiwer, and $2,000 to 
Washington to help Senator Jones. 

Various reports from individuals 
and committees reached the Senate 
and House yesterday. H. P. Faris, 
treasurer of the prohibition na- 
tional committee, reported for the 
calendar year contribution of 
$8,815 and expenditures of $7,983. 

The Ohio Antisaloon league cam- 
paign committee reported expendi- 
tures of $940. The New Jersey 
Antisaloon league reported expen- 
ditures of $180. 

The Woman’s National Commit- 
tee for Law Enforcement, Mrs, 
Henry W. Peabody, chairman, with 
headquarters at New York, re- 
ported $7,076.73 had been used to 
assist in financing the New York 
campaign, but gave no details as 
to just where the money went. 

The campaign committee of the 
Oregon Antisaloon league reported 
a contribution of $600 from Wayne 
B. Wheeler and no expenditures, 

Former Senator John F, Nugent 
(Democrat), Idaho, who is opposing 
Senator Gooding, reported $6,928 
contributions and $2,249 expendl- 
tures.

Senator Broussard, of Louisiana, 
reported no contributions and no 
expenditures. - 

Bert E. Haney (Democrat), Ore- 
gon, formerly of the Shipping 
Board, candidate for the Senate, re- 
ported contributions of $12,918 and 
expenditures of $12,582.

the testimony of the senior Wash- 
ington senator. 

A difference of opinion between 
Senator Jones and Leo Sullivan, 
staff correspondent of the Seattle 
Times, who has been traveling with 
Jones in his campaign, over what 
the senator had actually said about 
his Democratic opponent, A. Scott 
Bullitt, developed in the course of 
the day’s testimony. 

After Senator Jones had denied 
utterances attributed to him in the 
Times articles, Mr. Sullivan was 
called by Mr. Bullitt and declared 
that he had quoted the senator’s 
speeches accurately and faithfully. 
He excepted from the classification 
of direct quotations some articles 
which he said were founded on in- 
terviews and statements of the sen- 
ator in the course of their travels. 

Charges that Mr. Bullitt had 
spent in excess of $100,000 in his 
campaign and that he had been 
given the backing of the ‘brewers,

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THE POWER OF APPOINTMENT. 


Now that the exclusive power of the Presi- 
dent to remove any officer he has appointed 
has been established by the Supreme Court, 
it is surmised that Congress may attempt to 
curb this power by taking away from the 
President. the power to appoint inferior officers. 

For many years postmasters were appointed 
by the Postmaster General, but Congress later 
vested the power of appointment of certain 
classes of postmasters in the President. The 
Supreme Court suggests that this change was 


-™made because Congress deemed it essential to 


_ the appointing power of the President.

+ choosing and not removable by him. 
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The court held years ago 
that Congress has’ power to limit and regulate 
removal of inferior officers appointed by heads 
of departments, and Chief Justice Taft’s opin- 
ion is to the same effect. Apparently, there- 
fore, Congress may limit or regulate the re- 
moval of many officers by taking from the 
President the power of appointing them. 

Who is to decide when an officer is, “‘su- 
perior”’’ or “‘inferior?’’ The Constitution pro- 
vides that the President shall appoint ‘‘am- 
bitssadors, other public ministers and consuls, 
judges of the Supreme Court, and all other 
officers of the United States, whose appoint- 
ments are not herein otherwise provided 
for, and which shall be established by law; 
but the Congress may by law vest the appoint- 
ment of such inferior officers, as they think 
proper, in the President alone, in the courts of 
law, or in the heads of departments.’”’ 

Thus it would appear that Congress could 


take from the President the appointment of, 


all officers except those specified, and vest the 
appointing power in courts or department 
heads, with such restrictions upon remoyal as 
Congress might see fit to impose. As the. Su- 
preme Court holds that “the power of removal 
is incidental to the power to appoint,” it is 
believed that restrictions by Congress upon the 
removal of inferior officers appointed by courts 
or department heads would be found valid. 

Congress does not appear to have exercised 
its power to vest the appointment of inferior 
officers in the courts or heads of departments. 
All offices created by Congress seem to have 
been filled ‘by appointment by the President. 
Under the Supreme Court’s ruling ‘he can re- 
move any officer whom he appoints, and laws 
attempting to impose restrictions upon his 
power of removal are invalid. In the case of 
judges the Constitution itself imposes a re- 
striction upon the power of removal by pro- 
viding that they shall hold office during good 
behavior. \ 

Some of the laws enacted by Congress im- 
posing limitations upon the President’s power 
of removal provide that officets may not be 
removed without the consent of the Senate. 
If the Senate should seek to retain this power 
over removals by vesting the appointing power 
elsewhere than in the President, would the 
House consent? The. House is not interested 
in the extension. of the Senate’s powers. It 
seems doubtful that the House would agree to 
the wholesale transfer of the power of appoint- 
ment from the President to another authority, 
in order to enable the Senate to exercise con- 
trol over removals. :

| _ Nearly every one is interested in the future 
of the motor bus, at least to the extent of 
“lines. Now and then a person may be found 
who, after having given the matter serious 
“gtudy, predicts that transportation in the 
eities’ will be characterized by, coordinated 
‘pystems of trolley cars and buses. One such 
wroon is Alfred H. Swayne, vice president of 
@ General Motors Co., whose reaction to the 

lem was.given at the recent convention of 
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sengers, These were almost two-thirds the 
total number of passengers carried by all 
‘rapid transit lines in that city. In other 
words, two persons out of every three pre- 
ferred being carried on rails rather than on 
tires. In London, however, during 1925 buses 
carried well over a Dillion and a half pas- 
sengers as against 978,000,000 carried by the 
trams. As compared to the preceding year, 
bus traffic increased over 12 per cent as com- 
pared to/an increase of tram traffic of only 
a little more than 1 per cent. Evidently the 
bus is in greater favor in London than in New 
York, although even in England rail service is 
a transportation factor to be reckoned with. 
Generally speaking, it would seem that the 
trolley is the more efficient in mass transpor- 
tation, whereas the bus is unquestionably pre- 
eminent for feeder work. The public demands 
quick transpogtation available close to its 
doorstep. Apparently coordinated rail and 
bus service will best serve the pubNc needs. 


THE NEW YORK SENATORSHIP. 


The outcome of the senatorial race in New 
York depends largely upon the strength of 
the Cristman following. In a clear contest 
between Wadsworth, Republican, and Wagner, 
Democrat, the result might be predicted. 
Wadsworth is unquestionably stronger than 


his Democratic opponent by several hundred 
thousand votes “up State,’’ above the ma- 
jority that Judge Wagner may command in 
Greater New York. 

That Wadsworth will have the support of a 
majority of the women of Reptu..fican lean- 
ings is practically assured. But on the other 


in several cities show thatthe strength of the 
Cristman following is much greater than 
was expected. For instance, in Albany the 
straw poll gives Wadsworth 1,084, Wagner 
792 and. Cristman 618. In Buffalo, the 
wettest community in the State outside of 
New York city, Wadsworth is credited with 
2,363 to 1,048 for Wagner and 310 for 
Cristman. In Rochester the result up to 
Monday noon was, Wadsworth 1,703, Wagner 
951 and Cristman 408, and Binghamton re- 
turns indicate that while Wadsworth will 
beat Wagner by nearly 2 to 1, Cristman has 
nearly as many supporters as Wagner. 

The best estimates of the Cristman vote 
up to date are that he will poll between 176,- 
000 and 200,000 votes next Tuesday. But if 
these straw ballots are a real indication of his 
strength, the poll will show nearly double that 
number in favor of Cristmas, which would 
draw enough strength from Wadsworth to de- 
feat him. Still, the betting in Buffalo and 
other western New York cities is at the rate 
of 100 to 80 in favor of his return.

BELGIAN FINANCES. 


Two important events have taken place 
this week touching Belgium, and, incidentally, 
international finances. Backed by the leading 
commercial nations of the world, Belgium has 
restored the gold standard for all foreign 
business; and another international loan of 
$100,000,000 hasabeen granted her for the 
purpose of stabilizingy the new Belgian gold 
unit, called the belga, equal in value to about 
14 cents in gold, or about 7.208 belgas to the 
dollar. ¥ 

Belgium will thus have two currencies, the 
old franc, -for domestic trade, stabilized at 
one-seventh its prewar value, or about 2% 
cents in gold; and the belga, based upon gold, 
which will be used in international trade. 

To support this new Belgian money on the 
gold basis, an international gold loan of 
$100,000,000 is to be made to Belgium, di- 
vided proportionately. among syndicates in 
the United States, Great Britain, Holland, 
Switzerland and Sweden. The Federal Re- 
serve Bank, the Bank of England, and banks 
of several other countries have agreed to sup- 
port the new currency. 

The loan is to be placed at 94, to yield 7% 
per cent interest, redeemable in 1936 or on 
any interest payment day. In addition to the 
loan the banks of the several participating 
countries agree to discount Belgian paper to 
the amount of at least $25,000,000. 

Belgium’s money, which has suffered from 
inflation ever since the war, will now be sup- 
ported by the strong commercial nations of the 
world, thus helping to restore integnational 
¢rade with that country and to reduce the 
intense competition offered by Belgium by 
reason of low wages paid in cheap money. 

Two great lessons might be learned from 
the experience of Belgium; one, that currency 
inflation always ends disastrously to the 
country that employs it as a false means of 
promoting prosperity; the other, that a nation 
departing from the gold standard by the in- 
flation route, invariably eliminates itself from 
its full share ‘of international trade. 

The only peril in these constantly increas- 
,ing loans from American investors is the 
temptation to lower tariff rates in order to 
help the debtor governments pay their loans 
more easily by selling more competitive com- 
modities to.the people of the United States.

BOTH PRODUCERS AND CONSUMERS. 


In a recent speech by Postmaster General 
New there is found this golden nugget of fact

To meet such conditions reductfon in wages 
would be necessary, followed by a lowering of 
the standard of living and loss in earning 
capacity in every line of industrial activity. 

On a recent occasion the British Ambassa- 
dor, speaking with no thought of politics, said: 
“You in the United States have learned the 
gospel of high wages and you have applied it 
and shown the world that it works.” This 
gospel of high wages has come to be the car- 
dinal tenet in labor’s creed. It would not ex- 
ist today without protection. 


COTTON AND OTHER CROPS. 


The sympathy of the country is with the cot- 
ton grower of the South. ‘‘The greatest cotton 
crop ever harvested” is the prediction of the 
statisticians of the Department of Agriculture, 
but the price has fallen to the level of 1920,

The orchards of Maryland, West Virginia 
and New York. are loaded as they never were 
r before with apples, whitch are a drug in the 
market. Thousands upon thousands of bushels 
of choice fruit are falling and rotting because 
at pregent prices the cost of labor in picking 
and containers in which to send the fruit to 
market more than exceed the value in she 
markets. An apple barrel of standard capacity 
costs today at least 70 cents. Pickers receive 
‘30 cents a barrel for gathering the crop. It 
costs at least 10 cents mare to sort and pack 
them, and many orchardists find that they can 
not sell their apples for more than $1 a barrel. 

Then, too, the wet weather which has been 
general in the region north of the District of 
Columbia during October, has made it impos- 
sible to secure’and thrash many of the crops 
still in the fields. White beans, buckwheat, 
and even oats are still in the shock and 
““sprouting,’’ which meana that thousands of 
bushels of beans, buckwheat and oats will be 
fit only for cattle feed by the time they are 
sufficiently cured to reach the thrashers. 

Fortunately for the Northern farmer he is 
not dependent, like his brother in the ‘South 
or his colleague in Iowa, Kansas and the Da- 
kotas, on one crop. Otherwise we might ex- 
pect that Congress would be asked to extend 
financial aid to every branch of husbandry. In 
the meantime the price of wheat is advancing 
steadily, and corn, which is not injured by the 
rains, is catching up with other cereals in the 
markets. ‘ .

Nearly 60 years ago the Rev. NéWman Hall, 
one of the most eloquent ‘“nonconformist”’ 
preachers of England, preached a sermon in 
Surrey chapel, in the suburbs of London, on 
the “Beauty of American Forests in the 
Autumn.”

Mr. Hall observed what many thousands of 
Americans pass every day in the fall of the 
year rith scarcely a glance at nature’s 
splendors. Yet within a day’s drive of Wash- 
ington at the present moment are some of the 
most glorious scenes to be encountered any- 
where on earth. Along the Susquehanna 
trail, from the boundaries of the District of 
Columbia, through Frederick, Gettysburg, 
Harrisburg, and uyxthe valley of the river into 
the State of New York, the coloring of the 
woods which cover the hills is indescribably 
beautiful. No artist has ever been able to 
put on canvadle glories of the American 
forests in the fall of the year. Washingtonians 
are particularly fortunate in that they have 
within a few hours’ ride a picture of beauty 
which no other land can offer. ;

Poison Gas, 

To the Editor of The Post—Sir: 
This morning’s Post reports the 
adoption by-the Association of Mil- 
itary Surgeons of a resolution fa- 
voring the use of poisonous gases 
in warfare, which the American 
Legion is said to have made pub- 
lic in support of its campaign 
against the Geneva protocol. 

Taken as it stands, the statement 
“that the use of poisonous gases in 
war is more humane and less de- 
structive of human life and produe- 
tion of human suffering than other 
methods of warfare’’ would seem 
to cast doubt on the claims made 
by the advocates of poison gas as 
an efficient implement of war. 
Comparative innocuousness 
highly unusual point to urge 
favor of a weapon. 

The Geneva treaty should have 
the support of every humanitarian 
citizen. Steel and shrapnel do not 
require testing on dumb animals to 
demonstrate their efficacy, bute the 
experiments with poisonous gases 
involve the torturing of countless 
helpless creatures. Perhaps’ the 
worst feature of the use of poison 
gas in war, however, is the im- 
possibility of approximating the 
degree of control that is possible 
with other implements of warfare. 
It is inevitable that its use will 
cause suffering to noncombatants, 
and the patients and nurses in fleld 
hospitals must. suffer with the 
armed forces. 

The poisoning of wells is every- 
where regarded as a dastardly act; 
how justify the poisoning of the 
air which all must breathe? 

It is inconceivable that America. 
whose humanitarian spirit is the 
pride of her citizens, will hold back 
from joining the other powers in 
abolishing the use of poisonous gas. 

Without a betrayal of the prae 
tical idealism which is America’s 
strength, the Senate can not fail to 
ratify the Geneva protocol.

ON POLITICAL ACTION 


Civil Service Placards Forbid 
Taking Part in Manage- 
ment or Campaigns. 


With the biennial fall elections 
drawing near, the civil service 
commission again has sent out 
placards warning government em- 
ployes against active political cam- 
paigning. The placards, which are 
posted on bulletin boards in the 
various departments, @re headed 
with the word ‘‘Warning’’ in large, 
black letters. Then comes the fol- 
lowing caution: 

“Competitive employes, while re- 
taining the right to vote and to; 
express privately their opinion on 
political subjects, are forbidden to 
take an active part in political man- 
agement or in political campaigns. 

“This also applies to temporary 
employes, employes on leave of 
absence with or without pay, sub- 
stitutes and laborers. Political ac- 
tivity in city, county, State or na- 
tional elections, whether primary 
or regular, or in behalf of any 
party or candidate, or any Ee eagle 
to be voted on, is prohibited.”

Philadelphia Musicians Re- 
ceive Ovation After Playing 
Bach and Brahms.

NEW PRESENTATION GIVEN 


: Leopold Stokowski, incomparable 
ees ged of America's leading or- 
Yo weno ey the Philadelphia  or- 
chestra, and Johann Bach’s great 
chorale prelude, ‘“‘Wachet auf, ruft 
/uns die Stimme,’’ were the thrilling 
‘combination that opened the or- 
chestral season of 1926-1927 at the 
auditorium yesterday afternoon. 
| Admirably adapted to symphonic 
production, the Bach chorale pre- 
lude assumed majestic proportions 
‘at times, and the virtuosity of the 
| orchestra was most pronounced. 
'The poetic beauty of the symbolic 
‘bridal theme elicited hearty ap- 
| plause at its conclusion. 


| Another great master, Brahms, 


/was accorded tribute by the selec-| 


‘tion of his “Symphony, No. l, 
Minor,’ 


in C 
as the symphony of the 
afternoon. The Brahms revival has 
| been under way for several sea- 
‘sons and his popularity is on the 
‘Increase. There is every reason for 
\it, and yesterday’s performance of 
this all too little known symphony 
‘must have won more adherents to 
| his standard. 

| The master musicians of the or- 
|chestra responded as one man to 
Mr. Stokowski’s interpretation of 
the classic. With a rare feeling 
for their significance and charm the 
conductor presented the four move- 
ments of the symphony, each one 
more fascinating that its predeces- 
sor until the great finale with its 
melodic flights in C major altitudes 
was reached. 

The finale itself was read with 
vigor and yet with due regard for 
,the varying beauties of the score. 
|It was the chief glory of the sym- 
phony, from the slow introduction 
_of “The Song of the Horn,”’ sweep- 
ing on through stupendous chorale 
.and the march of the allegro to 
those magnificent final phrases, 
which ceased all too soon. 
| With unerring judgment Mr. 
|Stokowski selected a fantasia by 
Ralph Vaughan Willlams on a 
theme by Thomas Tallis, ‘“‘The fath- 
er of cathedral music,’’ for the next 
number. Here again the orchestra 
scored, for the interpretation of the 
quaint theme, modernized by Mr. 
Williams, was a stirring example of 
the sonority of the string choirs. 

A notable presentation was that 
of ‘‘Le Prophete,’’ by Ernest Pin- 
goud, from MSS. for the first time 
in America. It was a musical 
drama of well contrasted’ = effects 
with its Slavic blazing color and 
sensuous rhythms and its primitive 
'melodies interwoven through the 
| measures. 

' As usual at a Philadelphia or- 
,|chestra concert, there was a large 
| audience and at the conclusion of 
| the program, Mr. Stokowski and his 
' musicians were given an ovation.

Regulations Are Defended. 


Assistant Corporation Counsel E. 
W, Thomas, on behalf of the Dis- 
trict government and the traffic 
authorities, defends the regulations 
complained of and stated in his 
reply brief that ‘‘the progress of 
the present traffic act would not 
be attainable by the regulated and 
unrestricted use of Sixteenth street 
by horse-drawn vehicles and solid- 
tired trucks. In so far as these 
vehicles may be excluded from the 
use of certain streets the regula- 
tions apply to a cla&s and do not 
constitute unjust discrimination, as 
depriving a person of the use of 
his property, in contemplation of; 
law. 

“There is no private inherent 
right in public highways or public 
space as against the public in gen- 
eral.’’ 

Mr. Thomas also says that mere- 
ly because this sort of regulation 
is somewhat novel, it is no sign 
that it is unreasonable, unlawful 
or arbitrary. These cases will be 
argued next month.

BUS CASE TO BE UP TODAY 


A public hearing on the propo- 
sal to ask Congress to enact a law 
“to compel the tractions compa- 
nies to enter a voluntary merger,” 
was called yesterday by the public 
utilities commission. The hearing 
will take place in the boardroom 
of the District building next Wed- 
nesday at 10 a. m. Two questions 
will be propounded to the public 
at the hearing, as follows: 

“Does the general public desire 
a merger of local street car compa- 
nies? 

“What measures should be in- 
cluded in a bill to be recommended 
to Congress to bring about such a 
merger ?’’ 

Suggestions that already have 
been made to the public utilities 
commisson, by way of “‘inducing’”’ 
the street car companies to unite, 
include increase of taxation on 
gross receipts, an annual franchise 
tax, compulsory issuance of univer. 
sal transfers, rerouting and other 
types of unified service, if the com- 
panies do not merge according to 
an approved plan “by a certain 
time; or reduction of tax burdens, 
assurance of monopoly and revoca- 
tion of regulations compelling com- 
panies to furnish crossing police- 
men and pave streets on rights of 
way, if they consent to merge. 

Hearing of the application of the 
Washington Rapid Tranzit Co. for 
higher motor bus fare will be re- 
sumed at 10 a. m, today. The 
opinion of ' Francis H. Stephens, 
corporation counsel, as to the legal 
status of the bus concern, with ref.
